Take a cup­ 
ful of stewed pumpkin

brown, add a pint of rich milk, two 
eggs, a little salt, sugar and spices to 
taste, bake an hour in a good rich 
crust. 
Ginger and a few drops of 
lemon extract make a favoring well 
liked by those who have tried it. 
Preserved Pumpkin.—Tut slices from 
a good-colored, rip**, sweet pumpkin, 
(fieri cut in chips about the size of a 
dollar. Weigh them and allow a pound 


o f sugar to each pound of chips, reel 
the thin yellow* rind from a few* lemons 
and squeeze the Juice into a bowl; al­ 
low a half cupful of lemon Juice to 
each pound of pumpkin. 
Add sugar 
and lemon juice to the pumpkin aud 
let stand all night. 
In tim morning 
cook for half an hour until the pump­ 
kin 
becomes 
clear 
ami 
crisp. 
It 
should have the appearnoe** of randy. 
When done take out (lie pumpkin, put 
Into Jars or glasses, p o u r th** sirup 
over and cover as for Jelly. This sweet­ 
meat may be a c n e d and eaten like 
preserved ginger. 
Steamed Pumpkin.—Cut pumpkin in 
pieces and steam until tended, m8«h 
and season with salt, pepper and but­ 
ter, and serve as a vegetable. 
Baked 
Pumpkin.—Cur 
piece* 
of 
washed seeded pumpkin in section* 
and bake in a hot oven. 
Serve as 
linked squash, moshed ami seasoned 
with butter, pepper and suit. or dot 
the sections with butter and serve them 
as they come from the oven, piping 
hot. 
Pumpkin Puff*.—Take a cupful of 
sifted pumpkin, two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, a quarter of a cupful of 
milk, salt and two well-beaten egg 
, yolks, mix ami then fold in the beaten 
whites, turn into a buttered mold, set 
tn a pan of hot water and cook until 
firm. 
Turn from the mold and serve 
with a cream sauce.
